HE biggest demonstratiom of Apprentice 
Boys of Derry clubs ever held outside 
Derry walls took place in Ballymena 

to-day. Theusands of members came by 
special trains from all over Ulster. 

Brother Matthew Kerr, Governor of the 
Order, who presided at a great meeting in 
the People’s Park, made special reference to 
the proposed redistribution of wards in Derry 
City. ‘hey were, he said, in the midst of a 
heated controversy which had arisen because 
they, the Protestants and loyalists, who were 
giving greater employment, were anxious that 
their commercial business pr s should not 
be hampered by having a Nationalist Cor- 
poration in power. They had an unfortunate 
experience of Nationalists in power before, 
and did not want a repetition. 


NATIONALISTS’ AMBITION 


The Nationalists of Derry, as elsew made 
no secret of their ambition of a Ire- 
land. The Apprentice Boys had one answer 
to that, the same answer as boomed from 
the historic walls in the days of the siege— 
“No surrender.” 

If trouble arose in Derry they were con- 
fident that the beacons biasing on Ramore 
Head, Slemish and the other Antrim hilltops 
would bring to their aid brethren with the 
same spirit as those gallant thirteen who 
closed the gates against the foe in 1688, and 
shouted: '' No surrender.” 

Speeches were also delivered by several 
members of Parliament and prominent 
foyalists.

The education of boys by women teachers 
was criticised at the National Association of 
Schoolmasters’ Conference at Sheffield yes- 
terday, when the Conference demanded that 
all boys above infant age should be taught 
by men teachers. 

Mr. K. B. Kaye, of East Grinstead, said 
that, as a collier's son, he had gone through 
the elementary school and scen the process 
carried out by ' Miss Teacher” of nipping 
out the shoots of young manhood among 
the boys. 

This mental handling of boys in the crucial 
years of their life by women had been one 
of the most pernicious things in elementary 
education. It had resulted largely in loss of 
stamina and calibre in boys. Was it right 
that the education of boys should be left 
primarily to teachers who were ' condemned 
to be maids—-young maids, middling maids or 
old maids ?”’ 

One result was that boys were encouraged 
to think only of “a collar and tie ‘ob 7 
Somebody had to do the dirty work in 
industry, but “Miss Teacher’ has put it into 
many a boy's head to be what is yulgarly 
called a *‘Ciasie.’”’

John Philpot Curran 


The centenary of the death of William 
Godwin reminds me that the closest friend 


that very erratic author had was thee 


genial and witty Irishman, John Phil 

Curran. In an unusually large cirtle 
Curran was the only one with whom 
Godwin never quarrelled, and it was to 
his memory as “ the sincerest friend ” 
among them all that Godwin dedicated his: 
Mandeville. In the company of another 
Irishman Godwin attended Curran’s 
funeral, afterwards writing a memoir of 
the famous orator and wit for the Morning 
Chronicle. Seventeen years before, in 


1800, Godwin had come to Ireland on a 
visit to Curran. In May of that year the ~ 
rather eccentric philosopher had suffered . 


a great blow when a lady to whom he had 
been paying court, a Mrs. Revelley, had 
gone off and got married without telling: 
her friends. Curran, it seems, had first 
been attracted by Godwin’s novels, but in 
time he learned to admire kim for his 
daring theories and philosophy, without 
sharing his opinions. From Curran’s 
Godwin wrote to a friend about Shelley’s 
Mary, then a youngster: ‘‘ Tel] Mary I 

will not give her away, and she shall be 
nobody’s little girl.’’ In another letter he 
said: ‘I have kept pretty good company 
here. Last Wednesday I dined with- three 
countesses,’” which shows: what Dublin 

could rise to in that last year of the Irish 

Parliament. In all he stayed here seven 

weeks. and was highly delighted. with his 
reception, and “no atom intoxicated by 

the kindness of the peoffle.”” Curran. he 

found, had not exaggerated when he said 

Godwin was well known by repute in 

Dublin, Wut more as the author of 

“ St. Leon ” than of ‘‘ Caleb Williams.” 

Grattan, however, disappointed him: 

““ Grattan conversed with me with perfect 

familiarity, and answered me on all 

subjects without reserve: but not one word 
of personal kindness and esteem towards 
me ever escaped his lips.” 


“Hell” 


One of the strangest street names of old 
Dublin was that of a partly arched and 
gloomy passage leading from the old Four 
Courts adjoining Christ Church Cathedral 
to Christ Church lane, since demolished. 
This passage, which was nearly ten feet 
below the level of the cathedral floor and 
only nine feet broad, was known as 
“ Hell.”’ Over,the arched entrance was 
@ figure of the devil in black oak. The 
fame of this passage and its name were 
widely known. An English writer of the 
seventeenth century records that the first 
question he was asked in his native town 
when he returned from Dublin was “ Have 
you been to Hell?’’ Burns, too, refers to 
it in one of his poems: 

“ But this what I am gaun to tell, 

“It lately of a night befell, 

““ Ig just as true as the Deil’s in Hell 

“ Or Dublin’s city.’’ 

This district was a popular quarter for 
lodgers. An actual advertisement from an 
early Dublin news sheet reads ‘‘ To be let, 
furnished apartments in Hell. N.B.— 
They are well suited to a lawver.” In 
Hell, too, there was a selection of taverns 
and snuggeries to which the lawyers could 
resort from the courts during intervals. 
It was also a favourite gathering place for 
children who bought toys, fireworks and 
kites in the shops, and then went off to 
Christchurch place or Christchurch yard 
to play and fly their kites.

It is 
said that Nat Gould ‘took his names ftom 
railway stations and Frankfort Moore 
found his on grave stones: but it is 
Dickens who would seem to have relied 
solely upon invention. Yet. peculiarly 
enough, the names of some of the most 
eccentric of Dickens’s characters were 
taken directly from official] lists of names.

As a 
rule, one tends to dislike male dancers, 
with their alternatively soulful or inane 
faces: but Fred Astaire breaks all the 
rules of popularity, both with his face and 
his feet, and stands in a class by: him- 
self. “I do like Fred Astaire,” said the 
kitchen-maid to Jack Buchanan in a recent 
film. “I hike Ginger Rogers,” replied 
Jack Buchanan, “so let’s go!’ And that 
pretty well sums up the universal attitude 
to the two. There are a few moments in 
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“Top Hat,” it is true, when the action 
threatens to slow, but it speeds up aR 
just before the threat becomes anything 
worse. If the. newest Astaire-Rogers 
film, ‘* Follow the Flect,’’ is any better, 
it will produce a riot.

HAVE tended to weary of Laurel and 
Hardy in these latter days. Is it 
fancy. or were they really so much more 
amusing before they began to make full- 
length films? Or is it merely that the 
exiguous array of mannerisms cn which 
much of their art is based has become too 
familiar? In anv event, ‘‘Bonnie Scot- 
land ” is probably their best film since 
those days of comparative obscurity. They 
come to Scotland in search of an in.

a holiday. He stints his wife and under- pays 
his nephew, and is tilled with the quite 
reasonable suspicion that everybody will cheat 
him if they get the chance.

His neighbours like him, and, certainly, he is 
not without human instincts. He will help

'FLU PREVENTION 
EXPERIMENT 


—-é—— 


On the initiative ot the Leningrad Health 
Department, a highly interesting large scale 
experiment was recently conducied en the 
use of chlorine as 4 preventive against 
influenza. Six classrooms of the 11th school 
in the Volodarsky District in Leningrad were 
specially equipped with chlorine apparatus 
for the experiment. 

Gas obtained chemically from chlorate of 
lime and hydrochloric acid was fed through 
special glass tubes to the upper part of the 
room, and air mixers, installed in each of the 
classrooms, distributed the chlorine gas 
uviformly. In order to ascertain the amount 
of gas in a room during the process, samples 
of air were regularly taken and tested. The 
proportion of chlorine was varied, according 
to the age of the student, from five to eight 
milligrams per cubic metre of air space in the 
room. 

One half of the 3,600 students were sub 
jected to chlorination, each remaining iu the 
‘chlorine chamber’’ thirthy minutes a day 
for three successive days. The other half 
did not undergo this pro-ess, and served as a 
control group. All the students of the schoo! 
will, howevver, be under regular medica! 
observation during. April and May, to help 
ascertain the effectiveness of chlorine as a 
preventive against influenza. 

The experiment wa: conducted under the 
direction of Professor P. A. Patsanovsky, 
with the participation of outstanding Lenin- 

specialists. 

“Ie will, rhaps, be found that the 
physical and chemical efect of chlorine con- 
sists mainly in re-building the protective 
forces of the human constitdtion. thus 
creating 4 higher resistance against the 
infection ” said Professor Patsanoveky in an 
interview with a representative of the Soviet

AND PIONEERS

its golden jubilee on July 1 (Dominion 
Day). Actually, the city was incor- 
rated on April 6, 1886. Two months later, 
ee 1t was completely wiped out by fire, 
so that the national birthday does, with fair 
historical accuracy, synchronise with the 
birth of the new city that arose on its dshes. 

Sixty years ago this commeicial metropolis 
of the Province of British Columbia, the third 
largest city in the Dominion of Canada, had 
no existence, even in name, Its site is a 
veninsula, “a very narrow border of low 
Lind: as Captain Vancouver described it, 
when he nosed his way mto Burrard Inlet in 
1792. Thither seventy years later, lured by 
the discovery of goid in the Cariboo, up the 
Fraser Valley, came three men—John Morton, 
Sam Brighouse and William Hailstone—who 
had crossed the Atlantic in the cable ship 
the Great Eastern. Morton, on his way to 
the diggings, encamped on the shore of Bur- 
rard inlet with an Indian, and the sheer 
beauty of the location made him decide to 
settle there. His partners fell in with the 
plan, they staked a claim, and within a short 
= oy of time a small tog cabin and barn— 
the first buildings to be erected on the 
peninsula—made their appearance in a half- 
acre clearing. 

The gold rush up the Fraser made it 
An for the three men to earn money in 
yuilding roads and digging ditches for the 
Government, so that three years later they 
were able to contract to buy 550 acres to the 
west of their. original location. for 
£114 lls, 8d. Their intention was to establish 
a “milk ranch,” although Morton, a potter by 
trade, had some idea of setting up a pottery 
and brick-making plant. Those who heard 
of their venture laughed heartily at the 
“three greénhorn Englishmen” who had 
agreed to pay the Government 4s, an acre for 
land covered with trees, instead of taking up 
grassland nearby. But the greenhorns were 
not only Englishmen, they were Yorkshire- 
men, and time amply justified the wisdom 
of their choice, for those same 550 acres con- 
stitute to-day the very heart of the City of 
Vancouver, and on the site of their original 
half-acre clearing now towers the Marine 
Building 350 feet above the street level. 

But to return to the ‘sixties. Morton and 
his friends had settled in 1862; a year later 
two men from the lately established port of 
New Westminster erected a water-power 
lumber mill on the north shores of Burrard 
inlet, around which a. little village called 
Moodyville gradually grew up. Two years 
more and Captain Stamp from Alberni 
arrived with another lumber venture in the 
shape of the Hastings Sawmill, which he 
established on the south shore.- Around this 
mill another small community began to grow, 

tained presently the dimensions of a. village, 
and called itself, as villages will, Granville.

from the East pulled into the city, and the 
vitalising effect of this coming of the steel 
was immediate. Docks for ocean-going 
steamers sprang into existence, thirty-six miles 
of streets were graded, and an electric light- 
ing system and a telephone service introduced, 
In 1886, when it received incorporation as a 
city, Vancouver had a population of 2.000. 
By the end of 1891 the the population had 
risen to 10,000, and in the same year the 
Canadian-Pacific Railway, with its fleet of 
“ Empresses,’” inaugurated its Trans-Pacific 
service, and thereby brought Vancouver its 
first prominence as a seaport. 

In 1901 the population stood at 27.000. in 
that vear the Duke and Duchess of Cornwa't 
and York (his late Majesty King George an! 
H.M. Queen Mary) paid a memorable vis*t 
to the city, and its trade and commerce 
began to spread far and wide. During tre 
next decade the city expanded in all diree 
tions. By 1909 the population had passe‘ 
the 100,000 mark, and continued to rise yea” 
by year until, with the coming of the war, 
in which the sons of the city played their 
battlefields of France an 
tide of immigration was

The opening of the Panama Canal in 1915 
was almost as epoch-making an event in the 
history of the city as the coming of the rat! 
way had been. The cutting of the Isthmus 
of Panama reduced the all-sea route from 
Liverpool to Vancouver by nearly 6,000 miles. 
What this has meant to the development cf 
the city as a port may be seen in the move- 
ment of Canadian wheat. The first ship- 
ment of grain for export from Vancouver co 
the United Kingdom was 45,000 bushels in 
1909. In 1917, when the Panama Canal was 
in full running order, a trial shipment was 
made of 99,209 bushels. The first commer- 
cial cargoes were taken in January,: 1921, 
when the shipments totalled 572.747 bushels. 
In 1932 the wheat shipment of 95,241,665 
bushels, making a:totai grain shipment f

Railway and ocean- 
docking terminals, grain elevators, lumber 
mills, cold storage aud refrigerating estab- 
lishments, sugar_refining, abattoir and meat- 
packing plants, dry docks, shipbuilding and 
repair plants, iron foundries and plants for

In January last a white stork was found 
dead in Matabeleland, on i's leg was a ring 
marked Vogelwarte Rossitien, which is 
the sign of fhe Ornithological Ubservatory at 
Rossitten, East Prussia. 

The ring was despatched to Germany and 
the reply has now been received in Rhodesia 
stating the work. that the Observatory is 
doing in connection with the study of bird 
migration. It appears that the bird found 
was ringed at Krempu, in Upper Silesia, on 
Jaly 16, 1955. 

In February last another ringed white stork 
was found in Matabeleland, which is the 
western province of Southern Rhodesia. The 
ring has been sent to Germany, but no reply 
has vet been received.

Geneva and Rome 


Despite the defiant words of Signor 
Mussolini, and of his principal lieutenants 
of the Italian Press, the Italian Govern- 
ment seems to be preparing for an 
important peace move in connection with 
the Abyssinian war. Strong pressure has 
been brought to bear on Signor Mussolini 
by M. Flandin and others, who are 
anxious to bring the fighting to an end 
on terms as favourable as possible for 
Italy, and there has been much activity 
behind the scenes during the last few 
weeks. Sefior Madariaga, the Spanish 
Chairman of the Committee of Thirteen 
at Geneva, was entrusted recently with the 
task to “‘sound’’ the Italian dictator 
regarding his peace terms; and it was 
suggested at one time that he might go to 
Rome to talk things over with the Duce in 
person. Very wisely, however, that plan 
was dropped. The Italian Government 
now proposes to send a special envoy to 
Geneva, where he will have the oppor- 
tunity to discuss matters with Sefior 
Madariaga.

Italian troops are 
reported already to have reached the 
shores of Lake Tsana. Marshal Badoglio 
announces that his outposts have attained 
a point some fifty-two miles distant from 
Dessie, which is regarded as the “ key ”' 
position of the whole campaign; and 
General Graziani hopes to capture the 
town of Harar in the near future.

If, on the other hand, his idea 
is to keep the others wrangling at Geneva, 
while his soldiers ‘‘annihilate’’ the un- 
happy Abyssinians, he cannot be sur 
prised if public opinion throughout the 
civilised world insists on enforcement of 
the Covenant’s terms. There has been 
talk during the last few days of military 
sanctions by Great Brita:u; but that 
suggestion may be discounted at once. The 
British Government from the very outset 
has declared that it will join in a policy 
of sanctions with the other League Powers, 
but that it will do nothing on its own 
initiative. It is true that Mr. Eden the 
other day announced that Britain must 
reserve to herself the right in certain 
circumstances to formulate her own 
policy; but this statement obviously was 
intended to warn the other Powers that, 
if they should be disloyal] to the principles 
of the Covenant, they must not expect 
Great Britain to make common cause with 
them. Britain will not make war on 
Italy; but we hope, and trust, that her 
representative at Geneva will carry his 
colleagues with him when he calls for the 
fulfilment of Article XIV. The abandon 
ment of the Abyssinians to the mercies of 
Signor Mussolini’s generals would be the 
most cowardly betrayal in modern history 
We cannot believe that either a French or 
a British Government would be so cynical 
as to countenance such a flagrant breach 
of League principles. There must be some 
honesty left even among politicians.

Religion in Russia 
Just under twenty years ago began the 
transformation of Holy Russia into the 
most violently anti-religious land on 
earth. Priests were killed, driven under- 
ground, or forced to flee the country; 
churches. were demolished or turned into 
atheistic museums; demonstrations iú 
mockery of religion became a part of every 
public function; any sign of the practice 
of religion by the people either 
suppressed, or was jeered so cruelly that 
none except the bravest dared. to persevere 
with it. Nevertheless,- who can believe 
that the people’s traditional faith in God 
is dead? There still are, and there have 
been since the Bolshevist Revolution, 
churches in Russia, and there still are 
people who visit them, daring the violence 
and the vicious taunts of their “ en- 
lightened *’ neighbours. During recent 
years, indeed, while Russia, by the in- 
stitution of piece-work rates and of social 
distinctions, has been relapsing from the 
pure theory of Communism, a similar 
‘‘ relapse ' seems to have been occurring in 
the realm of the spirit. According to the 
Daily Telegraph's Moscow Correspondent, 
the few churches left in Moscow were 
crowded on the night of Easter Saturday 
as they had not been crowded previously 
since the anti-religious campaign began. 
The Services, he writes, continued until 
after dawn, and then started azain almost 
immediately, while crowds, hoping 
patiently for admission, stood for hours in 
the church yards. There were more young 
people present than on former occasions ; 
and the atheist missionaries who wandered 
here and there were met, not, as usual, 
with a fearful silence, but with confident 
replies to their arguments. This apparent 
revival of religion, in the correspondent’s 
view, indicates a general slackening of 
“class war ’’ methods, and, he believes, is 
due also to ‘‘ a general atmosphere of war 
danger.” We prefer to think that it is 
the result of more fundamental causes— 
that, in short, the true instinct of the 
Russian people, so long forced under- 
ground, is reasserting itself. Conceivably, 
there will be a general revival of 
religion in Russia, parallel with her 
reaction from the fierce stringencies of 
Communist doctrine in regard to economics 
and to society. The outlook of a 
thousand years cannot be changed in a 
generation, or in a century; religion has 
left its mark upon the people, and the 
mark will persist. Unhappily, it will be 
dimmed. The anti-religious campaign 
cannot be without effect upon the religious 
instinct. A generation is growing up 
which knows nothing of Christ, save as a 
figure of superstition; which looks upon 
religion only as the “opium of the 
people " ; which considers the Church as a 
monument of the dark ages before Lenin. 
Even while people thronged the churches 
of Moscow on Saturday and Sunday, the 
Congress of the Young Communist League 
was roaring praise to Stalin in the words 
of a one-time hymn to Christ.

Road Trafhc Schemes 


In the correspondence columns of The 
Times recently there appeared a brief, but 
enlightening, discussion oí the methods 
employed by French and English authori- 
ties to lessen the danger of accidents on 
the road. The first correspondent, who 
favoured the French scheme, lent it his 
allegiance because “ all points of danger 
are clearly marked with unmistakable 
signs warning motorists.’’ He showed how 
all corners are outlined with white posts, 
topped by a white rail, with a reflecting 
bulb on top of each post. Where there are 
ditches along tree-bordered roads a white 
band is painted along the trees on a level 
with the driver’s eye. All road signs bear 
cleverly designed drawings to delineate 
the dangers ahead. In the second letter 
the writer expressed himself as being in 
complete agreement with the first corre- 
spondent’s enthusiasm for “ the intelligent 
and practical manner in which the French 
employ warning signs for motor traffic ”’ ; 
but subsequently he suggested that this 
was not the reason why casualties are 
lower in France than they are in Great 
Britain. The real cause of the terrible 
toll of Britain’s roads lay in the unsuita- 
bility of those roads to bear the volume of 
modern traffic. French roads are wide and 
straight, while British roads are narrow 
and winding; but, in fact, all the blame 
must not be laid at the door of these out- 
moded thoroughfares. The correspondent 
writes: ‘* Pedestrians, cyclists, children 
and dogs cause me the greatest concern, 
and oblige me to maintain a degree of 
vigilance out of all proportion to that 
which is required in France.” In his 
opinion, British drivers show far more con- 
sideration for their fellow-motorists than 
do the French; but the sense of security 
which comes from this mutual considera- 
tion is nullified by the ever-present fear 
of the thoughtless pedestrian, the reckless 
oyelist or the child who plays in the road- 
way. .

The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day:—The four years since the last 
French elections were held have brought 
France many heavy shocks at home and 
many still heavier from abroad. Successive 
Governments have stood for an average of 
only a few months. The rough winds of 
the Stavisky affair swept over the police 
barricades in the Place de la Concorde, 
and caused anxious statesmen to look to 
the foundations of the third Republic. The 
Fascist Leagues grew suddenly in strength. 
Even these alarms were outbid by the 
cumulative increase of foreign preoccupa- 
tions with Herr Hitler’s rise to power as 
Chancellor, with his announcement of 
conscription, with his occupation of the 
Rhineland, and with the embarrassments 
brought upon France by the Abyssinian 
war, Yet, by what seems a paradox, now 
that the election campaign has actually 
coincided with a time of international 
tension, the tension itself appears likely 
to have less effect upon the results than 
seemed inevitable a week or so ago. Upon 
the main issue of security there are no 
fundamental divisions of policy. On the 
Right there is an emphasis upon the 
need for alliances, on the Left for the 
strengthening of the League ; but these are 
shades of emphasis rather than differences 
of opinion. National policy in this respect 
is almost taken for granted in election 
speeches, with the result that in all 
ena domestic issues—pushed to the 
ackground on March 7, bode what was 
sincerely believed to be a foreign menace— 
will, in the end, turn out to be the deciding 
factors in the campaign.

HISTORIC HOUSE BLOWN

London's Easter 


London must have been one of the most 
miserable places in the world to-day. I: 
was swapt by a Polar air-stream, comin, 
to these islands directly from North-West 
Russia and Spitzbergen, which turned the 
spring festival into the coldest Easter 
since 1917. In parts of Kent, near 
London, the severity of yesterday after. 
noon’s blizzard has no parallel 
twentieth century records, and to-day, 
though there was no snow, there wer 
frequent falls of icy rain. This type o! 
weather, we are warned, is to continue for 
another twenty-four hours, ‘with more snow 
and sleet over a wide area. The streets 
were deserted to-day; the only people 
moving about were those hastening to 
some kind of indoor amusement. Usually 
on a Bank holiday the tea shops are 
crowded throughout the afternoon: to-day 
there were many empty tables, and tha 
children, so noticeable on such occasions, 
were missing. At four o'clock this after- 
noon in a very big tea-house in Fleet 
street, there were not more than a score 
of people, and they did not include a 
single woman. Traffic on the main roads 
out of London was reduced to-day to the 
lowest level for several years. On a 
normal day traffic on the Great West road 
1s between 1,000 and 1,500 vehicles an 
hour. At holiday periods the number 
ríse. to more than 2,000. A traffic census 
taken at midday, revealed that only 700 
vehicles an hour were passing. In two 
minutes 21 cars, 17 cyclists, two motor 
coaches, 11 vans, a lorry, and tricylist 
passed, going countrywards. Four cars, 4 
van and a lorry went townwards. For 
nearly five minutes afterwards the road 
was ‘clear. Then came another small 
stream. Similar conditions prevailed on 
other main routes.

SUNSHINE, RAIN AND 
SOME EXCITEMENT 


——

ISTORIANS aver that Sarsfield, when 

speaking at a council of war during 

the Siege of Athlone, warned his fellow- 

counsellors that there was no military 
enterprise too great for the English. 

Yesterday at Fairyhouse Races I came to 
the conclusion that where the love of 
horseflesh and a good day’s racing are con- 
cerned there is no enterprise too great for 
the Irish. 

The ‘‘ Dismal Jimmies ” told me, when 
I set out from Dublin at the hour of eleven, 
that the grey skies were a potent of a 
bad race meeting; those of them whom 1 
would conceive to be more competent to 
judge results from the frown of a politician 
than the step of a thoroughbred added, 
moreover, that there was, of course, the 
economic war, and that the agricultural 
community, together with “ the quality,’’ 
and those lesser folk who “ used to ” make 
up the bulk of the attendance at Irish race 
meetings, could no longer afford to go to 
Fairyhouse—or to any other meeting for 
that matter. 

Well, I have come back from Fairyhouse, 
and, though it is true that we had the 
most dismal weather in parts that anyone 
could wish for, I have to set out that the 
attendance there yesterday constituted a 
record, and that while, at the time of writ- 
ing, the “ economic war” still un- 
doubtedly persists, the amount of money 
invested at the Tote yesterday was also 
a record for the course. — 

I do not pretend to be able to diagnose 
the reason for either of these things. They 
are stated simply as facts. But, if further 
proof of our interest in horse racing is 
required, I put forward the evidence that 
alongside the course over 2,000 motor 
vehicles of every size and make were 
marshalled wheel to wheel. These figures 
refer only to the official car parks, and if 
one were to take the number of other cars 
which, for the sum of a few shillings, were 
allowed to park in private fields, haggards, 
farmyards and gardens on every side of the 
course, the number might be almost 
doubled. In addition, more than 120 
‘buses, each with a full load of passengers, 
travelled from Dublin. There was even a 
double-decker “bus to swell the throng, 
and there were hackney ears, donkey drays 
and traps galore, 


THE GATHERING 


The morning broke grey and dank, and 
slight but monotonous rain flecked our 
windscreen all the way along the primrose 
decked lanes of Meath. Thus it was that 
visibility was bad when, half an hour 
before the start of the first race, I climbed 
to the top of the stand and watched a 
great concourse of people converge on the 
course at my feet. At my back were the 
cars pouring out their passengers by the 
hundred. In front, sweeping across the 
fields in waves, and very much like 
advancing troops in open order, came men 
and women from many miles around. They 
were the men and women of North Dublin, 
Kildare, Louth and Meath, and they took 
the ditches in their stride, coming with 
the long, loping step of the country-people, 
to merge into a black swaying crowd that 
swirled and eddied around the tents and 
booths of the “‘ bookies,’ and the fruit- 
sellers, the cocoanut shies and patent- 
medicine salesmen. 

Punchestown may nearly approach Ascot 
in point of fashion and display. Fairy- 
house is the Epsom of Ireland ; and there 
yesterday on the green sward you could 
find in a hundred yards stroll an exact 
counterpart of almost every side of the 
meeting on the famous Downs. 

It is true, of course, that the weather 
was anything but that which one expects 
on Derby Day; but just for a little while 
the fates were kind. Midway between the 
second and.third races a blaze of sunshine 
flashed across the course, and our hearts 
warmed suddenly with a great delight. It 


the time the punters were flocking to the 
stands to take their position for the Irish 
Grand National misty rain again was 
obscuring the distant portion of the three- 
and-a-half mile course.‘ We forgot it all, 
however, in the sudden colourful parade 
of the competing horses. Out they 
came, one short of a score, prancing, 
pirouetting and cavorting up and 
down the track. The ‘* bookies ” 
forgot their sagging and soaked umbrellas, 
me shouted the odds with new stridency ; 
the crowd braved the raindrops from 
those same giant “ brollies’’ to get on a 
last bet, and the tic-tac men almost 
tied themselves into knots as the horses 
turned and galloped back past the stands 
to the starter. 


THE UNEXPECTED 


At that moment, however, there was a 
rare commotion on the Grand Stand. So 
great was the crowd seeking accommoda- 
tion thereon, both as shelter from the 
rain and as a view-point, that, as they 
climbed one by one in between the 
watchers already perched there, they 
pushed the earlier-comers back, until the 

ress of people was so great that those in 
ront could no longer stand upright. Sud- 
denly there was a screaming of women’s 
voices, and a few scattered shouts from 
their males, and, like a human 
waterfall, all the people on some 
twenty rows on the front. of 
the stand poured down the steps— 
being pushed willy-nilly by those behind. 
For a moment there was pandemonium— 
but no panic—and then what might easily 
have resulted in a serious business was 
all over in a burst of laughter. 

Many of those who took part unwill- 
ingly in this episode missed the start of 
the big race altogether, and some there 
were who did not even see the horses come 
round the first or second time. 

The National, as a matter of fact, was 
run at an extraordinarily fast pace 
throughout, and when the horses first set 
off I was not the only one to think that 
they could not maintain it all the time. 
But maintain it the horses and jockeys 
did—all except one rider and mount that 
fell. Two other jockeys lost their 
mounts, but the horses themselves came 
home riderless—one of them in third

GRAVITY OF NEW SANCTIONS

GENEVA, Monday. 


No credence is given here to a sugges- 
tion that British Ministers have lost faith 
in economic sanctions and are now of 
opinion that only willingness on the part 
of members of the League to apply muli- 
tary sanctions can make collective security 
effective. 

As regards the report that important 
League States are prepared to support 
Britain if she decides to employ military 
sanctions France certainly has no inclina- 
tion at this moment to go further in bring- 
ing pressure to bear on Italy, and the 
attitude of Rumania on behalf of the 
Little Entente was somewhat equivocal 
at the last meeting of the Committee of 
Thirteen. 

The most encouraging support for the 
strengthening of sanctions came from 
Soviet Russia and Mexico. 

In Geneva it is felt that any question 
of new and more effective sanctions would 
raise issues of exceptional gravity. The 
mere fact that Mr, Eden envisaged the 
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convocation of the Committee of Eighteen 
has been held to imply that Great Britain 
is prepared to face the consequences of 
an extension of economic sanctions, how- 
ever serious. It must be confessed, how- 
ever, that it may be difficult to secure 
wnanimity among the representatives of 
the Eighteen. 


NOT CONVEYING 


PEACE TERMS

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TASK OF DUCE’S ENVOY 


It appears that the Italian emissary to 
Geneva will have the task of reporting to 
Signor Mussolini what Senor Madariaga 
has to say, and not of conveying Signor 
Mussolini’s peace terms: It is explained 
that he is going in response to Senor 
Madariaga’s invitation, though Italy 
would have preferred a visit to Rome by 
Senor Madariaga. 

Italy earlier expressed her readiness to 
meet the representative of the Committee 
of Thirteen ‘“‘ after Easter.” 

No indication has been given of the 
kind of terms Signor Mussolini will pro- 
pose. He made it clear in his statement 
to the Council of Ministers last week that 
the Abyssinian Emperor’s army must be 
annihilated before there could be talks. 

“Our soldiers would not tolerate it il 
they were robbed of the fruits of their 
victory, as they were in 1919,’’ an Italian 
said to-day. “* It must be recalled: that 
Fascism itself was largely the outcome of 
the feelings of bitterness and disappoint- 
ment aroused among the Italian people at 
the failure of their politicians to get any 
colonies or mandates after the war. We 
are not likely to repeat those mistakes.’’ 

A suggestion that British Ministers are 
turning to the idea of military sanctions 
is not taken very seriously in Rome. It is 
described in the Press as a “ piece of 
bluff.” In official quarters it was re 
marked that the report was significant, 
because it showed that an important news- 
paper recognised the failure of economic 
sanctions.

The Italians 
have captured Metemma, which is the 
local name for the Ethiopian half of the 
town, of which the Sudanese side is called 
Gallabat. 

British and Italian troops thus occupy 
virtually the same town, separated only 
by the dry bed of the pond which divides 
the town. 

The communiqué. says: “‘A camel 
column, supported by armoured cars and 
a mechanised column, occupied Gallabat, 
on the borders of the Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan.”’ 


FREE STATE TRADE 
WITH GERMANY

NEW TERMS TO BE 
ANNOUNCED SHORTLY 


By Our POLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


An official announcement setting out the 
terms of the new trade treaty with Ger- 
many will be issued in the course of a few 
days. The basis of trade for the coming 
year will be in the ratio of two to one, as 
I stated in the Irish Times on Saturday 
last. 

The terms of last year’s agreement were 
on the basis of three to one, so that the 


Free State has secured a distinct 


advantage. For every orth of goods 
the Germans are able to send here they 
will take £1 worth /of Free State goods. 
During last year the\Free State exports to 
Germany were valued approximately at 
half a million pounds, and in return she 
took goods to the value of about a million 
and a half pounds.\. Assuming that the 
German trade in the present year is about 
the same, the Free State’s exports will be 
about three-quarters of a million pounds. 
These exports will, as before, mainly con- 
sist of cattle, butter, eggs, and other 
agricultural produce.

conditions under which Free State shop 
assistants work by speakers at the thirty- 
fourth annual Congress of the Irish Union of 
Distributive Workers and Clerks, which was 
held at University College here to-day. 
Eighty delegates, representing nearly 7,000 
members of the union, unanimously passed a 
resolution calling for legislation: (1) To make 
compulsory a forty-hour week in shops and 
offices; (2). to enforce a weekly half-holiday, 
begiusing not later than 1 o'clock p.m., for 
all commercial employés; (3) to close com- 
pulsérilyall shops-and offices not later than 
1.30 p.m. on one day in each week, not: later 
than 7 p:m. on Saturdays, and all day on 
Sundays; (4) to enforce a minimum standard 
of hygiene, heating and ventilation not less 
satisiactory .than those prescribed by the 
Factories Act; (5) to secure the right of the 
workers to a voice in ‘the administration of 
the law. 

The resolution also welcomed the Govern- 
ment’s decision to introduce legislation to 
make better provision for the regulation of 
conditions of employment in shops. 

The President of the union (Mr, W. P. 
Nolan, Dublin) presided at the Congress. 

The President of University College, Gal- 
way (the Right Rev. Monsignor John Hynes, 
M.A, B.D.), welcomed the delegates in Insh, 
and said that he was delighted to see on 
their agenda a resolution asking the members 
to push the sale of Irish goods, and he felt 
sureithat the resolution would ba adopted. 
It would be hard to exaggerate the help 
which the members of that union could give 
to the industrial movement. The time was 
coming, he said, when Irish would be the 
language of commerce, and it was their duty 
to be able to condnct their business trans- 
actions through Irish. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


Proposing the adoption of the annual report 
and statement of accounts, Mr. M. P. Nolan, 
President of the Union, said :— 

“The reports of shareholders’ meetings re- 
cently published prove that, despite many 
difficulties, the profits from distribution rank 
high, and no other industry in this country can 
better afford to pay wages which would be 
adequate to meet the demands of our members 
for fairly comfortable conditions. ' | 

““ Apart fram wage increases in Dublin, the 
position there is stil! unsatisfactory, no agree- 
ment--being in existence with the Merchant 
Drapers Association regulating minimum 
wage rates. The Executive Committee have 
exhausted every effort to obtain an amicable 
settlement. of this most important question. 
Theif Afforts have not been attended with suc- 
cess,~and it would appear that, in the 
absence of wiser counsels amongst the em- 
ployets; there is danger of a Serious disloca- 
tion of business im the capital. Should this 
unfortunately happen, every member throngh- 
out the country will be expected to make sub- 
@antial sacrifices to ensure that those in the 


fighting line will not fail for lack of support.” 
NO TRADE BOARD 


Dealing with the Union's continued efiorts 
to induce the Government to mtroduce shops 
legislation, he said that the existing Shops Act 
was a dead letter. It was never satisfactory, 
and with the passage of time had become 
more unsatisfactory. They demanded legis- 
lation which would prevent the exploitation 
of voung men and women employed in shops 
for 15 Scere a day, including Sundays, in 
badly ventilated and unhealthy atmospheres. 
All decent traders would support them in this 
demand. ‘They had reached a stage where 
they could claim that the organfsation of 
shop workers was good, and they were in a 
position to negotiate successfully the question 
of wages. Consequently, any attempt by the 
Government in the promised legislation to 
have the distributive trades designated as a 
sweated industry and their wages and con- 
ditions fixed by a trade board would be re- 
sisted, and the Union would refuse abse- 
lutely to co-operate in the working of such a 
trade board. “8 
*“T¢ was hop '. that before the next annual 
delegate meeting they would have affiliated 
the Union to the Irish Labour Party to take a 
full share in the work of the political as well 
as the industrial Labour movement. 

In finance, organisation and achievement, 
the record of therr Executive Committee íor 
the year was a creditable one. Their member- 
ship in good standing increased by 974, or 
by 1,629 for the past two years, leaving the 
total number in good standing at 6,987, 


SOUND FINANCES 


Their financial report was equally satisfac- 
tory, cash recefpts showing an increase as 
compared with the previous year ol over 
£9 000, or, as compared with 1935, of £,3,400— 
or an increase in two years of ól; per cent. 
The surplus on the year was £2,987 2s. 10d., 
éxceeding by £550 the highest recorded sur- 

lusin any one year in the history of the 
Union, and this despite the fact that several 
items of expense which are non-recurrent ap- 
péared in the statement of accounts.

The Exetutive Countil tabled a resolation 
asking that in thé event of an affirmative 
vote on the question of the setting up of a 
political fund the Uniom would authorise them 
to give effect to it.

GERMANY, NOT ITALY, THE 
FRENCH BUGBEAR 
From Revuter’s CORRESPOSDENT, 
PARIS, Monday. 


The semi-official Temps this evening 
argues that the British do not seem to 
understand that ' in urging energetic 
measures against Italy, which are most 
dangerous, and temporising in its attitade 
to Germany, Great Britain is disconcert- 
ing European opinion. 

This difference in attitude is “ inad. 
missible,” says the Temps, since “ the 
German menace is infinitely more 
dangerous. to the peace of Europe than 
is the Italian menace.’’ | 

If there is a question of Great Britain 
deciding on a new initiative and extending 
sanctions against Italy, the paper gives 
a clear indication that France is unlikely 
to support her, and is unfavourable to an 
oil sanction or the closing of the Suez 
Canal or sanctions of a military nature. 
It is argued that these would, in any case, 
be ineffective, in view of the decisive 
military action of Italy in Abyssinian 
territory, ,

contended, by no means increased by 
further sanctions, which, instead of con- 
tributing to the re-stablishment of peace, 
might lead to the extension of war. 
Considerable apprehension is felt here 
as to what may be decided at the meeting 
of British Cabinet Ministers to-morrow. 

' Astonishing,”’ “it seems incredible,”’ 
we know nothing of any new military 
assurances,’’ werecomments made to Reuter 
at the Quai d'Orsay on a London sugges-

the University of Melbourne. 

They are Sir Thomas Francis Molony, 
Bart., LL.D.. Lord Chief Justice of 
Ireland, 1918-1024, and Sir Frank Gavan 
Duffy, Chief Justice of the Commonwealth 
of Australia, 1931-1934. 

Sir Frank was born in Dublin on the 
20th February, 1852. He is the second 
son of Sir Charles Gavan Duffy, the Irish | 
statesman and author, who was identified | 
with the mifitant Home Rule movement. | 
He emigrated to Victoria in 1856, and 
became Prime Minister, Speaker, K.C., a 
Justice of the High Court of Australia, 
and then succeeded Sir Isaac Isaacs, who 
had been appointed Governor-General, as 
Chief Justice. In 1932 Sir Frank was 
made a member of the English Privy 
Counc}. 

Sir Thomas Molony is Vice-Chancellor 
of Dublin University. He was called to 
the Irish Bar in 1887 and to the English 
in 1900. He was Solicitor-Genera] for 
Ireland, Attorney-General, Judze of the 
High Court, Lord Justice of Appeal, and 
finally Lord Chief Justice of Treland,

how he looked forward with the greatest 
interest to visiting Harvard and meeting 
Sir Frank. i ! 

“The connection. between Harvard and 
Trinity has always been close, and one of 
the greatest of the Presidents of: Harvard 
the famous Increase Mather. graduated 
with the M.A. degree in.

The Commercial Club in Earl street, 
Dundalk, was completely wiped out by 
fire yesterday morning, while much 
damage was done to the drapery premises 
of Mr. A. 8.

John McEnaney, was quickly on the scene, 
but the fire, aided by a strong north-east 
wind, progressed at an alarming rate, and 
in a few minutes the billiard room of the 
Commercial Club was burning from end to 
end.. Two billiard tables and all the other 
furniture were quickly destroyed, and the 
roof commenced to fall in. 

The fire spread quickly on both storeys, 
and much of the drapery stock of- Mr. 
Anderson next door was destroyed. Hoses 
were played on the burning buildings from 
the back and rear, and workmen succeeded 
in cutting off the Democrat office and the 
adjoining buildings.

ROPERLY king, this guestion should 
be amplified and read: Are such notes 
“currency” in the full mea of 

the werd in England outside the portals of 
the Bank of England? In Ireland we know 
that they are accepted and changed Y our 
banks without parley. In Scotland it is the 
same. 


All over the civilised world, indeed, 
a Bank of England note can be changed at 
its face value into the currency of the par- 
ticular country, and no questions asked. Why 
should there be? But in London, and within 
a two-penny "bus fare of the Bank of Eng- 
land. .. =! i ti 

Let me relate my experiénce with a £5 
Bank of England note one Saturday morning 
recently, for the story will give points to 
the question asked above... Hayin arrived 
from the Continent on the night before, I 
found myself, when I had cleared up with 
the hotel, in the possession of twopence and 
a £5 Bank of England note. Thoughtlessl 
I did not change the latter at the hotel, 
but when on my way to Euston a branch 


and into it I went without 
in iact, I entered it as if I 
was going into 3 branch office of an Irish 
bank, and so placed the note before the 
cashier, and said ‘‘ Will you give me change, 
picase ?"' 


First Hitch 


The cashier, a pleasant faced: chap, looked 
at it and at me. “Sorry,” he replied, “ but 
we don’t change notes except for customers 
who have accounts with the bank.” To say 
1 was thunderstruck hardly fits the position. 
To think that in London any banking man 
would turn down.a Bank of Eng note 
was too incredible! He was friendly but 
firm, and I gathered from him that such 
notes were changed only when a commercial 
transaction was involved, and that this was 
banking practice in England, and, further, 
that the only bank which would cash the 
note Tor me at sight was the Bank of Eng- 
land itself. 

I was amazed. More than that, I was 
amused. Now I was able to understand how 
D.O.R.A. has been able to hang so long at 
the necks of the English people. It was a 
glance behind the mentality of a wonderful 
race who do things their own way, which 
way may be difficult for outsiders like myself 
to grasp. Had a foreigner a similar ex- 
perience what view would he take; would he 
question in his mind the stability of the Bank 
of England from the point of view of other 
British banks; or would he begin to doubt 
the validity of the note itself? 

For my part, I felt a bit at sea for a few 
moments, and wondered whether there might 
not be a number of counterfeit “fivers " 
about (a diligent reading of Edgar Wallace 
being responsible for that thought), or else 
+ that my appearance might have caused the 
poceesnen of a £5 note to look suspicions.

that note cashed at a bank, even at the Bank 
of England itself, if all went to all, before 
the day was out. 


The Second 


It was a Saturday, however, and when I had 
transacted some little business at Euston 
Station I found I had «pe hour left. 
When you are in doubt in don what do 
you do’ Ask a policeman, of course. Well, 

There was a fine-looking fellow 
nearby in the well-known uniform, . gazing 
at nothing, as it were, and really k ing a 
watchful eye on everything. To him Í hied, 
and, would you believe it, that strappin 
chap nearly fell out of his standing when 
asked him to direct meto the nearest branch 
office of the Bank. of England. “The way 
he took it made me realise that I had com- 
mitted a second, and a more serious, bloomer 
| this time. 

When he had oriented himself—and me— 
that is, when he had looked me up and down, 
and had ussured himself that he was dealing 
neither with a lunatic nor somebody bent 
upon pulling his leg, he spoke pompously and 
with the gravity of an oracle. “ There is 
only one Bank of England,”’ he said, “and 
it has no branches around the town such as 
other banks possess.” His tone was so 
superior. and his glance so icily cold that 
I thought it wiser not to pursue the subject, 
dearly as I wanted to know the handiest "bus 
within a “‘tuppeny”’ fare which would bring 
me to the Bank of England. 

For that information I had to go back to 
the bank which had turned. down my note 
in the first instance; and there I was given 
my proper sailing directions. I was told 
there also that a post office probably would 
cash the note; that any tradimg concern 
would do so, the point being that a purchas- 
ing transaction must be involved; but that 
banks only obliged customers having accounts 
with them.

WORLD AIRPORT 


LARGEST IN EUROPE 


——¢@—— 
TO BE READY THIS 
SUMMER

(ty Herr Adolph Meuer.) 
HE new central airport for Zeppelins and 
Táite ur 


airpianes at Frankfort-on-Main, at the 
intersection of the north‘south and the 
east-west motor highways, comprises 1,920 
acres, and is the largest flying field in Ger- 
many. It is not only conveniently located 
from a traffic standpomt, but, with its alti. 
tude of 110 metres above sea-level, is of 
great advantage to the Zeppelin airships. 
When. approaching the field along one of 
the highways which lead to it, the first thing 
that catches the eye are the two groups of 
immense buildings—namely, the large aero. 


drome, with jacent buildings, and the 
administration building, with Wanenes and 
tower uearby. The aerodrome rises to a 
height of 51 metres, while its side walls are 
275 metres long, and contain 36 high windows 
with a total glass surface of 5,500 square 
metres. At either end of the aerodrome is a 
set of double doors built on tracks and 
worked by electricity, so that they can be 
opened in five minutes, even in a high wind. 


| VERY IMPRESSIVE 


Inside the effect of this Gigantic structure 
is very ifipréessive. Light shimes in from all 
sides, and the brightness of the great interior 
is enhanced oy « silver grey of its lofty 
ceiling. On account of the great force with 
which the wind blows against the structure, 
its main frame-work is of high grade steel, 
2,600 tons of this metal having been employed 
in the building. The unusuaily ne imen- 
sions of the new Zeppelin, “ L , have 
necessitated special equipment for its landing 
and starting with safety. In front of the 
north gate of the aerodrome a semi-circular 
track has been laid, upon which runs @ heavy 
car, known as the “ sterti’’ car. Another 
| track, ‘six metres in width, runs through the 
centre of the. aerodrome, and exte 500 
metres beyond the doors in both directions. 
On this broad-gauge track the 16.5 
metre 35-ton anchor mast can be moved 
back and forth.  ahd is capable of being 
lengthened another five metres when’ neces- 
sary. When the airship arrives its bow 15 
first made fast to the anchor mast and its 
stern to the heavy car on the semi-circular 
piece of tracking. The “stern” car then 
proceeds with the airship in. a direction 
arallel to the length of the aerodrome shed, 
that, bemg held fast beth by the car 
and the anchor mast, it can be safely steered 
to its berth within the aerodrome. In add)- 
tion to this manceuvre, the airship is made 
fast to a set of specially constructed rollers, 
which also. run on tracks laid in a base of 
concrete, so that even in a heavy windstorm 
an absolutely safe landing can be made. [n- 
side the aerodrome a small Customs office 
has been erected 


COMPRESSOR STATION 


Situated alongside of the giant aerodrome 
the compressor station and machine shop 
make an almost dwarf-like appearance. 
hydrogen gas for the balloons is brought 
to the compression station through conduit 
pipes from a distance of 13 kilometres, and 
is then compressed and put into containers. 
In a ial storehouse there is always 4 
supply on hand of 2348 of these steel con- 
tainers with a total of 60,000 cubic meters -ol 
gas, which can be transferred to the airship 
a to its requirements.

A SPECIAL FEATURE 


A special feature of the new airport is its 
gg to ensure the safety of pilots 
when ving or arriving, rticularly as 
regards sufficient he when sh at night.

and dangerous obstacles. On the roof 
of the aro shed there is a. revolving 
beacon, which acts as a guide for arriving 
pilots, enabling them to locate the field from
